NATURE  AND  ADVANTAGES 


OF  THIS 

INSTITUTION.  " 


Institutions  have  been  formed 

for  the  relief  of  almofl  every  mifery  and 
misfortune  to  which  the  indigent  clafs  of 
our  fellow  creatures  is  fubjed,  and  to 
which  their  humble  fituations  in  life 
have  expofed  them  without  hope  of 
redrefs,  but  from  the  affiftance  of  public 
charities.  Through  the  fame  fpirit  of 
humanity  and  unwearied  benevolence 

toward

toward  the  unfortunate  which  fo  eminent- 
ly diflinguiflies  this  country,  the  prefent 
inftitution  has  been  eftablifhed  ; and  the 
numerous  advantages  derivable  from  it  to 
every  rank  of  fociety,  render  it  the  pe- 
culiar obje6b  of  general  patronage. 

Its  principal  defign  is  tp  preferve  the 
lives  of  the  infant  children  of  thofe  poor 
women,  whofe  indigent  circumftances 
oblige  them  to  nurfe  the  children  of  the 
more  opulent.  The  negled;  which  this 
neceffity  expofes  their  own  offspring  to, 
is  not  only  the  caufe  of  bitter  pangs  to  the 
parents  from  feparation,  but  often  from 
the  death  of  their  children,  who  fall  early 
vidims  of  negledl,  or  live  but  to  drag  on  a 
miferable  exiflence  of  premature  old  age. 

Thus 
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Thus  they  become  a lofs  or  a burden 

where  they  fhould  be  a fupport to 

parents  and  fociety.  '

It  is  believed  by  thofe  who  have  the 
beft  means  of  information  upon  this  fub- 
jeft  that  four-fifths  of  the  children  of 
hired  wet-nurfes,  who  are  born  healthy  and 
of  perfedl  form,  die  within  the  year  for 
want  of  care  and  intention ; and  that  of 
thofe  few  who  do  efcape  into  life,  many 
are  fickly,  diftorted,  and  filled  with  in- 
numerable difeafes,  from  premature  wean- 
ing, and  being  expofed  to  the  negledt 
and  ignorance  of  mercenary  dry-nurfes.' 
Let  but  the  mind  in  its  humanity  contem- 
plate, that  the  caufe  of  thefe  misfortunes 
was  want  of  due  attention  to  thefe  un-- 

B happy 
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happy  beings  in  helplefs  infancy,  when 
their  fond  mothers  were  obliged  todifpofc 
of  that  fuccour  to  others  which  was  intend- 
ed by  God  and  Nature  for  the  nourifli- 
ment  of  their  own  offspring.  Let  the 
parent  put  this  cafe  of  hard  neceffity  to 
her  own  bofom,  and  aik  herfelf  if  flie 
would  not  blefs  that  benevolence  which 
ftretched  out  its  hand  and  fmoothed  its 
lap  to  protedl  and  receive  her  little  one? 

It  may  be  urged  by  fome  cold  calcula- 
tors of  remuneration,  that  thefe  unfortu- 
nate mothers  are  paid  from  the  purfes  of 
the  opulent  for  that  fuccour  which  their 
more  fortunate  infants  derive  from  them. 
But  what  compenfation  can  be  made  to 
a mother  for  the  miferies  entailed  upon  her 

child  ? 
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child?-— what  compenfation  can  be  made 
to  a man  for  the  lofs  of  health  and  confti- 
tution  ?— -what  compenfation  can  be  made 
to  our  country  for  the  lofs  or  facrifice  of 
one  member  of  fociety  ? However  hum- 
ble the  birth  of  man  may  be,  he  has  a 
fituation  to  fill  which  is  important.  The 
place  affigned  to  him  by  providence  may 
be  low,  but  ftill  that  link  is  neceflary  to 
the  fubfiflence  of  the  whole.  The  poor 
man  adds  a contributory  fliare  to  the 
comfort  of  the  great. 

As  it  is  no  doubt  the  firfl  and  moft 
anxious  thought  of  every  fond  and  affluent 
mother  to  procure  a healthy  and  reputa- 
ble wet-nurfe  for  her  infant,  confequent- 
ly  the  calm  and  quiet  flate  of  mind  of 
that  nurfe  is  worthy  of  her  moft  fefious 

B 2 confider- 
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Confideration.  But  what  muft  be  the  feel- 
ings and  agitations  of  her,  who  is  obliged 
through  neceffity  to  abandon  her  own  child 
to  the  care  of  another,  whofc  only  objedl  is 
the  fcanty  and  miferable  pittance  that  the 
llender  circumflances  of  the  mother  can 
afford.  With  a child  thus  expofed  to  all 
the  dangers  of  human  life,  if  not  to  death, 
what  effedt  muft  an  endlefs  chain  of  bitter 
refledlions  have  upon  the  general  health 
of  the  unfortunate  mother  ! Affedlion  is 
not  the  foie  perogative  of  any  rank  of  life, 
as  thofe  who  will  look  into  the  habitations 
and  intercourfe  of  the  poor  may  gratify 
themfelves  with  obferving.  And  how 
greatly  fruftrated  may  the  objedl  be  which 
the  opulent  parent  has  in  view,  fhould 
the  fecret  forrow,  preying  upon  the 
bofom  of  her  who  is  to  give  health  and 

ftrength 
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flrength  to  her  infant,  not  be  difpelled. 
If  then  the  opulent  expeft  to  receive  the 
full  meafure  of  affiftance  from  the  indi- 
gent, let  the  bond  of  affection  befealed  be- 
tween them,  and  the  fecurity  from  mifery 
be  made  mutually  perfedt. 

Surely  therefore  the  necefsity  of  this 
inftitution  prefents  itfelf  with  a forcible 
appeal  to  the  heart,  where  the  infants 
of  every  member  of  the  community  of 
hired  wet-nurfes  will  receive  all  the  care 
and  attention  that  their  helplefs  age  re- 
quires from  the  beft  of  nurfes ; where 
they  will  receive  the  befl  medical  afsift- 
ance  from  that  humanity  and  fkill  which 
have  benevolently  offered  their  gratuitous 
fervices  to  the  Afylum,  through  a con- 

vidion

vision  of  the  necefsity  of  the  eftabliflt- 
mcnt,  and  from  thofe  melancholy  obferva- 
tions  which  they  have  unavoidably  made 
in  the  courfe  of  their  long  pradtice. 

From  the  peculiar  and  benevolent  pa- 
tronage which  Her  Majefty,  in  the  fond  af- 
feftions  and  feelings  of  a parent  to  the  poor, 
has  fo  gracioufly  condefcended  to  beftow 
upon  this  inftitution,  and  fromtheprcvail- 
ing  influence  of  Her  Majefty’s  mofl  facred 
and  religious  charadler,  every  hope  is 
built  of  the  mofl;  ample  fupport.  And 
the  kind  protection  which  the  objedts  of 
it  will  receive,  from  being  placed  imme- 
diately under  the  care  of  the  following 
high  female  characters,  who,  poflbfsing 
all  the  principles  of  humanity  have 

deigned 
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deigned  to  a(5l  as  a committee  of  vifi- 
tants,  in  order  to  watch  over  the  internal 

management  of  thefe  children ; this 

mufi:  give  every  public  alfurance  of  care, 
and  calm  every  private  difquietude  of 
the  fond  mother  refpeiling  her  infant 
offspring :

Having  ftated  thus  much  of  the  advan- 
tages of  this  inftitution  in  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  it  to  the  children  of 
' ■ - hired 
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hired  wet-nurfes ; and  having  fhewn  how 
much  it  is  the  intereft  of  thofe,  who  receive 
the  fervices  of  their  mothers,  to  promote 
it : it  remains  only  to  fay,  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  thofe  benevolent  gentlemen, 
who  have  eftablifhed  this  Afylum,  to  ex- 
tend the  benefits  of  it,  whenever  the 
funds  fhall  render  it  pofsible  fo  to  do,  to 
fuch  families  whofe  fituation  in  life  obliges 
them  to  put  out  their  children  to  wet- 
nurfe,  and  who  from  their  humb  le  cir* 
cumftances  may  lie  open  to  the  evils  arif- 
ing  from  fuch  melancholy  caufes  as  have 
been  here  ftated  in  a very  fummary  man- 
ner. Were  they  detailed  in.  all  their  fhades 
and  frightful  magnitude,  it  would  wring 
the  generous  heart;  and  humanity  would 
Ihudder  at  the  pifture  of  thofe  miferies 

C which 
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which  fnatch  the  infant  from  the  boforri 
of  its  mother  to  precipitate  it  into  the 
tomb.-‘- 

It  is  alfo  an  objedl  of  this  inftitution  to 
remedy  the  inconveniences  which  families 
fuffer,  and  the  rifks  they  incur  from  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  healthy  and  repu-  * 
table  wet-nurfes,  and  experienced  dry- 
nurfes.  It  is  intended  that  this  Afylum 
Ihall  fupply  them,  having  formed  regu- 
lations to  that  effedt : and  a regifler  will 
at  all  times  be  kept  open  for  public  infpec- 
tion  of  fuch  healthy  and  reputable  wet- 
nurfes  as  are  defirous  of  ferving  in  private 
families  upon  wages  eftabliflied  by  the 
rules  of  the  inftitution,  and  under  the 
following  regulations : 


I.  That 
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I.  That  the  fame  allowance,  which  wet- 
niirfes  now  make  to  dry-nurfes,  who  by 
mif-management  deftroy  their  children, 
(hall  be  paid  to  this  inftitiition  for  the 
protection  and  preferving  of  them  ; and 
that  the  faid  allowance  fliall  be  deducted 
from  their  wages  when  they  are  recom- 

• mended  into  fervice,  and  their  children 
left  at  the  Infant  Afylum ; where,  in 
confequence  of  fuch  allowance,  they  are 
not  only  to  be  nurfed  and  fed,  but  alfo 
clothed. 

II.  That  wet-nurfes  fliall  be  provided 
and  maintained  in  the  Afylum,  to  fuckle 
fuch  of  thefe  infant  childen  as  are  not  of 
an  age  to  be  weaned,  and  dry-nurfes  to 
take  care  of  fuch  as  are;  and  the  children 

C 2 
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of  fuch  wet-nurfes  fliall  remain  in  the 
Afylum,  and  be  fed,  and  clothed,  and 
nurfed,  fo  long  as  their  mothers  continue 
to  ferve  the  inftitution.  The  fucceffion  of 
wet-nurfes  in  the  Afylum  is  fo  arranged, 
that  they  will  not  be  required  to  fuckle 
the  children  of  others,  until  their  own 
are  of  a proper  age  to  be  weaned. 

III.  That  nurfes  having  mothers  or 
near  relations,  may  leave  their  children 
with  fuch  mothers  or  relations;  provided 
fatisfadory  proof  be  given,  that  the  child- 
ren are  properly  taken  care  of. 

IV.  That  fuch  women  as  (hall  have 
ferved  the  inftitution  long  enough  to  un- 
derftand  the  management  of  children, 

and 
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and  fuch  wet-nurfes  as  fhall  have  con- 
dufled  themfelvcs  properly  in  the  Afylum, 
as  well  as  thofe  wet-nurfes  who  (hall  have 
been  recommended  out  of  it,  and  who, 
at  the  expiration  of  their  fervice,  fhall 
produce  a certificate  of  good  condud, 
will  be  regiftered  and  recommended  as 
dry-nurfes. 

V.  That  every  fubfcriber  hiring  a wet- 
nurfe,  if  the  child  of  fuch  nurfe  be 
left  at  the  Afylum,  muft  pay  in  advance 
three  months  board  for  fuch  child,  at  the 
rate  of  5s.  .3d.  per  week,  the  fum  now 
ufually  paid  by  wet-nurfes  ; the  money 
fo  advanced  to  be  deduced  by  fuch 
fubfcriber  from  the  nurfes  wages  : and  in 
cafe  of  the  death  of  the  nurfe’s  child 


any 
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any  balance  remaining  fliall  be  returned 
to  its  mother. 

VI.  That  every  non-fubferiber  fhall, 
on  hiring  a wet-nurfe,  pay  two  guineas 
towards  the  fupport  of  the  inftitution,  and 
make  the  fame  advance  as  a fubferiber  for 
the  child  of  fuch  nurfe. 

VII.  That  all  nurfes  regiftered  in  this 

Afylum,  and  obtaining  fervice  under  its 

recommendation,  fhall  afk  no  greater 

wages,  together  with  tea,  or  two  guineas 
in  lieu  thereof,  than 

20  guineas  for  12  months  fervice, 

1 7 guineas  for  9 months  fervice, 

14  guineas  for  6 months  fervice. 


RULES 
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RULES 

RESPECTING  THE  MANAGEMENT 

OF  THE 

INSTITUTION. 

I.  That  as  this  Afylum  has  been  found-^ 
cd,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  fupported, 
by  voluntary  contributions,  the  number 
of  fubfcribers  lliall  be  unlimited:  they 
(hall  be  denominated  governors,  and  out 
of  them  a prefident,  fix  vice-prefidents, 
a treafurer,  and  a feleft  committee  of 
twenty-four,  fliall  be  eledted  for  the  ma- 
nagement and  diredlion  of  all  affairs. 


II.  That 
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II.  That  the  payment  of  twenty  guined,s 
fhall  conftitnte  a governor  or  governefs 
for  life,  who  fhall  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend two  wet-nurfes  annually : which 
nurfes,  if  approved  by  the  committee, 
or  fub-committee,  of  the  medical  board, 
fhall  be  regiftered,  and  their  children 
taken  into  the  Afylum. 

III.  That  an  annual  fubfcriber  of  two 
guineas,  fliall  alfo  be  a governor  or  gover- 
nefs, and  fliall  have  the  fame  privilege  of 
recommendation,  fubjedt  to  the  fame  re- 

ftridions,  as  the  governors  for  life,  fo 
long  as  the  faid  fubfcription  fliall  conti- 
nue to  be  paid* 


IV.  That 
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IV.  That  the  fpecial  control  of  affairs 

(hall  be  in  all  the  governors,  who  fliall 
be  convened  quarterly  within  a fortnight 
after  each  quarter-day,  and  twelve  fhall 
conflitute  a Board*  • • 

V.  That  an  abftraft  of  the  accounts 
fhall  be  laid  before  the  Board,  and  the 
minutes  of  the  preceding  quarterly  or 
general  meeting  fhall  be  read  and  fub- 
mitted  for  confirmation. 

VI.  That  the'  prefident,  one  of  the 
vice-prefidents,  or  treafurer  fhall  take  the 
chair  at  fuch  general  meeting  of  the  gover- 
nors, but  in  cafe  none  of  them  fhall  be 
prefent,  any  governor  may  be  called  to 
the  chair,  who  fhall  prefide  accordingly.-

VII.  That 
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VII.  That  none  of  the  laws  or  regu- 

O 

lations  of  this  inftitution  fliall  be  altered 
or  amended  but  at  a general  Board  of  the 
governors,  or  a general  one  fpecially  con- 
vened for  that  purpofe. 

. VIII.  That  all  elections  fliall  be  by 
ballot,  and  that  ladies,  peers,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  houfe  of  comnaons,  fliall  have 
the  privilege  of  voting  by  proxy,  fuch 
proxy  being  delivered  by  a fubfcriber. 

IX.  That  the  prefident,  and  vice-prc- 
Ijdents,  fliall  be  chofen  out  of  the  gover- 
nors for  life,  and  not  be  removable  an- 
nually. That  upon  the  death  or  refigna- 
jdon  of  a prefident,  or  vice  prefidpit,  the 
fame  fliall  be  notified  in  the  fummons  of 

the 
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the  next  general  meeting,  and  that  a luc- 
ceffbr  is  then  to  be  ballotted  for. 

X.  That  twenty-four  goverhors  fhall 
be  chofen  out  of  the  remaining  num- 
ber of  fubfcribers,  who  (hall  be  annually 
elefted  at  a general  meeting  to  be  held 
within  a fortnight  after  the  25th  day,  of 
the  month  of  March  in  every  year,  and 
form  a committee  to  a(51:  jointly  with  the 
prefident  and  vice-prefidents. 

XT.  That  the  faid  committee  (hall  meet 
weekly  at  the  hour  and  place  mofl 
convenient,  at  which  the  prefident  fliall 
take  the  chair,  or  in  his  abfence,  one  of 
the  vlce-prefidents,  or  treafurer:  but  if 
none  of  them  iliould  attend,  then  any 
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one  of  the  governors,  being  of  the  com- 
mittee, may  be  called  to  the  chair. 

- XII.  That  the  committee  fhall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  treafurer  and  medi- 
cal officers  of  the  inllitution. 

XIII.  That  five  members  fliall  confli- 
tute  a committee  to  aft  upon  all  affairs 
l^elating  to  this  Afylum,  not  fpecially 
refer ved  to  the  control  of  the  general 
Board,  and  be  invefled  with  authority  to 
make  fiich  rules  and  regulations,  and  give 
fuch  direflions  for  the  internal  manage-^ 
ment  of  the  Afylum,  as  fhall  appear  moft 
adapted  to  the  purpofes  of  the  inftitution: 
and  (hall  report  the  fame  to  the  quarterly 
general  meeting,  in  order,  if  neceflary, 

• ‘ ' ' that 
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that  ^ they,  be  added  to  the  laws  of  the, 
inftitution. 

. XIV.  The  committee  (hall  have  fulf 
power  to  fufpend,  or  difeharge  any  fer- 
Vant  of  this  Afylum,  whether  fpecially 
appointed  by  a general  Board  or  not,  as 
the  urgency  of  the  occafion  may  demand. 

, XV.  That  the  appointment  of  all 
fervants  fhall  be  in  the  committee,  except 
the  treafurer,  fecretary,  and.  matron,  who 
fhall  be  annually  eleded  at  the  time  of 
eleding  the  general  committee. 

. XVI.  That  the  committee  fhall  be 
empowered  to  encourage  the  good  beha- 
viour of  any  fervant  or  fervants,  by  the 

diftribution 
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diflribntion  of  fuch  gratuities  from  time 
to  time,  as  it  (hall  judge  proper;  but 
not  to  make  any  permanent  addition  to 
any  of  the  falaries  e^labllfhed  in  this  in- 
ftitution,  without  the  fandlion  of  a gene- 
ral quarterly  Board,  fpecially  obtained 
for  that  purpofe. 

XVTI.  That  the  general  committee  be 
empowered  to  appoint  fub-committees, 
for  fuch  particular  purpofes  as  it  may 
judge  proper. 

XVIII,  That  the  committee doannually, 
within  a fortnight  after  their  eledion, 
nominate  from  their  own  body,  two  au- 
ditors of  accounts,  whofeduty  it  (ball  be, 
to  examine  at  lead  once  in  every  quarter,  a 

fortnight 
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fortnight  previous  to  every  quarter-day, 
all  the  accounts  of  the  inllitution,  and  lay 
an  abftradl  of  the  (aid  accounts,  audited 
and  hgned  by  them,  before  fuch  general, 
or  quarterly  meeting,  the  fame  having 
been  previoufly  fubmitted  to,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  general  committee. 

XIX.  That  the  payment  of  all  monies 
by  the  treafurer,  Ihall  be  made  only  to 
the  order  of  the  committee,  figned  by 
three  of  the  members  prefent,  the  chair- 
man being  one. 

XX.  That  all  monies  received  by  the 
receiving  bankers,  the  fecretary,  or 
matron,  on  account  of  this  inftitution, 
Ihall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 

treafurer. 
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treafurer,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  gene- 
ral committee  fliall  diredt,  and  the  faid 
receiving  bankers,  treafurer,  fecretary; 
and  matron,  fliall  render  an  account  of 
all  monies  they  may  have  received  and 
paid,  whenfoever  by  the  faid  commit- 
tee, they,  or  any  of  them,  fliall  be  called 
upon  fo  to  do. 

XXL  That  a committee  fliall  be  formed 
annually  of  fuch  ladies  as  may  be  willing 
to  undertake  the  office  of  fpecial  vifitors 
and  infpecl  into  the  management  of  the 
nurfes  and  infants. 

XXII.  That  the  time  of  vifiting  fliall  bd 
arranged  amongfl:  fuch  ladies  as  are  ap- 
pointed fpecial  vifitors,  fo  as  to  infure  to 

the 
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the  Afyliim  the  benefit  of  their  infpedion 
during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

XXIII.  That  the  Afylum  be  alfo  open 
to  the  ladies  who  are  vifitors,  or  fubfcri- 
bers,  whenever  it  may  be  convenient  to 
to  them  to  infped  into  the  management 
of  the  inftitutlon.  And  as  their  vifits 
will  be  highly  acceptable,  and  their  fug* 
geflions  may  be  materially  beneficial,  a 
book  will  be  left  with  the  matron,  into 
which  it  is  requefted  they  will  enter  any 
obfervations  that  may  occur  to  them  re- 
fpeding  the  Hate  and  management  of 
the  Afylum.

• V.  That  no  ftrong  malt  or  fpirituous 
liquors  be  allowed  to  be  brought  into  the 
Houfe,  except  with  the  approbation  of 
the  matron,  under  the  diredion  of  the 
Medical  Board, 

VI.  That  fhe  take  charge  of  the  cloth- 
ing, linen,  and  bed-furniture,  and  fee  that 
it  be  kept  clean  and  in  repair ; and  that 
it  be  her  duty  to  receive  all  viiitors,  and 
attend,  if  required,  to  (hew  them  the 
Houfe. 

Vn.  That  fhe  take  care  all  the  nurfes 
and  fervants  do  their  duty,  and  obferve 

E z the 
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the  rules  of  the  inftitution ; and  that  in 
cafe  of  mifbehaviour,  or  negledt,  ihe  ac- 
quaint the  Weekly  Board. 

VIII.  That  (he  keep  a proper  and  clear 
account  of  all  money  expended,  and  fub- 
feriptions  received  by  her. 

IX.  That  fhe  timely  inform  the  medical 
attendants  of  any  illnefs  or  indilpofition 
happening  to  nurfes  or  children. 

X.  That  fhe  examine  every  nurfe  and 
child  before  admiffion,  and  admit  none 
but  fuch  as  are  healthy  and  clean. 

XL  That  fhe  receive  the  children  of 
nurfes  into  the  Afylum,  on  their  producing 
the  eflablifhed  order  of  the  inftitution. 


XII.  That 
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XII.  That  fhe  at  all  times  produce  the 
rcgifter  for,  the  infpedlion  of  fubfcribers 
or  others,  fubjeftTo  the  regulation  of  the 
inftitution  ; and  keep  an  account  of  all 
vilitors. 

XIII.  That  Ihe  take  no  gratuity  what- 
ever herfelf,  nor  fuffer  any  to  be  taken  by 
others,  either  fervants  or  nurfes. 

XIV.  That  fhe  lee  the  doors  locked, 
and  fires  extinguiOied,  at  proper  hours. 

XV.  That  fhe  read  prayers  morning 
and  evening  to  the  family. 

XVI.  That  the  matron’s  falary  be  five 
guineas  per  quarter. 

DUTIES 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETART. 

I.  That  the  fecretary  attend  all  general 
courts,  weekly  boards,  and  all  other  meet- 
ings of  the  governors  or  committees  :
